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THE  free  wards  and  clinics  of  this  institution  are  main- 
tained for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  the  poor 
afflicted  with  diseases  of  the  skin  and  cancer,  and  are 
open  to  all  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  necessary  medical  atten- 
tion. Although  the  treatment  is  intended  primarily  for  the  poor 
of  New  York  City,  many  patients  are  admitted  from  other 
localities. 

Applicants  whose  appearance  would  indicate  good  circum- 
stances are  refused  free  treatment,  unless  they  satisfy  the  Super- 
intendent that  they  are  unable  to  obtain  adequate  medical  ad- 
vice outside.  This  charity  should  not  be  abused  by  physicians 
sending  patients  for  consultation  who  are  able  to  pay  for  the 
service  they  require. 

The  Hospital  is  devoted  to  the  public  welfare,  and  looks  to  its  friends 
for  voluntary  contributions  toward  its  support. 

Contributions  large  and  small  will  enable  the  Hospital  to 
carry  on  its  humane  work  and  are  therefore  earnestly  solicited. 
They  may  be  addressed  at  the  Hospital  to  the  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Alfred  R.  Kimball,  who  will  acknowledge  their  receipt,  or  may 
be  left  with  the  Superintendent.

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HISTORICAL  NOTE 


THIS  Hospital  came  into  existence  nearly  a  half-century 
ago  in  response  to  a  very  definite  and  pressing  need.  Gen- 
eral hospitals  were  unwilling  to  take  patients  suffering 
from  eczema,  psoriasis,  and  various  disfiguring  diseases  of  the 
skin.  Objection  on  the  part  of  those  in  the  wards,  the  scarcity 
of  trained  nurses  in  those  pioneer  days  of  modern  hospitaliza- 
tion, and  other  factors  more  or  less  forced  this  decision  on  the 
part  of  the  general  hospital. 

If  this  was  true  of  skin  diseases  it  was  particularly  the  case 
with  cancer. 

An  initial  donation  of  $1,000  made  it  possible  for  a  public- 
spirited  group  of  doctors  and  laymen  to  rent  a  small  building  in 
34th  Street  for  the  treatment  of  skin  diseases. 

Subsequently  several  frame  buildings  were  erected  on 
Fordham  Heights  at  a  cost  of  $5,000  each  and  the  34th  Street 
building  was  converted  into  an  admission  and  clinic  building. 
The  generous  action  of  friends  had  thus  made  it  possible  to 
care  for  cancer  as  well  as  skin  diseases. 

As  the  work  of  the  Hospital  grew  and  the  site  was  found  to 
be  too  remote  and  the  accommodations  quite  inadequate,  the 
present  site  at  the  corner  of  Second  Avenue  and  Nineteenth 
Street  was  secured  and  a  building  erected.  This  was  in  1898.  In 
1899  the  Hospital  was  licensed  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

The  acquisition  of  adjoining  buildings  unsuited  to  the  pur- 
poses of  a  modern  hospital  but  offering  the  best  available  make- 
shift arrangement  has  barely  tided  the  Hospital  over  a  period  of 
marked  expansion.  The  first  need  today  is  a  new  building  to 
enable  the  institution  to  carry  on  its  work  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  and  continue  to  bring  relief  to  the  sick  poor. 
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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


ANOTHER  year  of  continually  growing  demands  upon  the  wholly 

l\  inadequate  facilities  of  this  hospital  has  convinced  the  Board 
JL  JL  of  Governors  that  larger  building  accommodations  are  not  only 
greatly  needed  but  are  an  immediate  necessity.  After  careful  consider- 
ation they  have  decided  to  seek  funds  for  erecting  at  once  the  first 
section  of  a  new  Hospital  building. 

In  reaching  this  decision  they  have  realized  that  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  effort  would  be  required  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  erect, 
equip  and  endow  a  building  planned  on  a  scale  to  meet  all  of  our  present 
and  probable  future  requirements.  Therefore  in  view  of  the  present 
urgent  needs  it  has  appeared  imperative  to  take  prompt  action  and  thus 
avoid  further  delays  in  securing  the  first  section  of  the  needed  building. 
This  building  should  relieve  the  existing  situation  to  the  extent  of 
providing  more  room  for  all  departments  and  especially  in  the  clinics 
where  owing  to  the  constantly  increasing  crowded  conditions  the  staff 
is  compelled  to  carry  on  its  work  under  almost  prohibitive  handicaps. 

Since  the  necessary  ground  space  is  available,  it  is  estimated  that  the 
sum  of  about  $500,000  should  be  sufficient  to  build  the  first  section  of 
the  Hospital.  This  would  provide  the  enlarged  quarters  necessary  for 
the  clinics  and  also  for  new  laboratories  to  replace  those  whose  facilities 
are  now  so  inadequate. 

The  building  fund  at  this  time  amounts  to  slightly  more  than  $80,000. 
It  is  greatly  hoped  that  the  balance  of  $500,000  may  be  promptly  se- 
cured, so  that  building  operations  can  be  begun  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment. 

In  the  meantime  it  is  recognized  that  the  pressing  work  of  the  Hos- 
pital must  be  continued  at  the  highest  possible  point  of  efficiency  that 
our  present  facilities  will  admit  of.  It  is  therefore  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance that  our  need  of  funds  for  current  expenses  should  be  generously 
supplied. 

The  activities  of  the  ladies  in  the  Social  Service  Association  and  also 
of  those  in  the  Linen  Group  have  produced  results  during  the  past  year 
greater  than  the  accomplishments  of  any  previous  year  since  their  or- 
ganization. The  splendid  work  done  by  both  groups  in  their  respective 
spheres  continues  to  attract  a  rapidly  growing  number  of  new  friends 
whose  personal  interest  and  financial  support  is  of  great  value  to  the 
Hospital.  The  importance  to  the  Hospital  of  the  work  done  by  the 
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Ladies  Societies  is  fully  recognized  by  the  Governors  and  is  highly 
appreciated. 

During  the  forty  and  more  years  of  its  existence  the  New  York  Skin 
and  Cancer  Hospital  has  owed  its  opportunities  for  ever  growing  service 
to  the  notable  loyalty  and  devotion  of  its  friends.  That  loyal  devotion 
to  the  charitable  cause  of  the  Hospital  will  now  make  possible,  we  be- 
lieve, the  proposed  physical  improvements  in  the  plant  without  which 
it  is  doubtful  if  even  the  present  service  can  be  continued.

The  plant  is  most  inadequate  and  unsuitable  for  the  excellent  work 
that  is  being  done. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  has  increased  considerably  in  the  past 
few  years  without  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  facilities  for  handling 
these  patients.  The  consequent  crowding  has  greatly  hampered  the 
work  of  the  doctors  and  nurses. 

Additions  and  changes  to  the  plant  might  give  temporary  relief  but 
would  be  a  very  poor  substitute  for  what  will  eventually  be  required — a 
new  and  adequate  building.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


IN  THE  following  necessarily  brief  departmental  reports  the  effort 
has  been  made  to  indicate  the  character  and  extent  of  the  work 
being  carried  on  by  the  Hospital  and  its  Out-Patient  Department 
in  the  face  of  the  serious  handicaps  imposed  by  the  lack  of  adequate 
building  accommodations. 

The  table  of  contents  shows  where  detailed  reports  enumerating  treat- 
ments given  in  the  course  of  the  year  can  be  found. 

Surgical  Department 

The  statistical  record  should  prove  of  interest  to  the  friends  of  the 
institution.  In  the  hospital  834  patients  were  admitted  and  737  opera- 
tions performed.  In  the  Out-Patient  Surgical  Clinics  1,088  new  and 
3,338  old  patients  seen  brought  the  total  of  consultations  to  5,42.6. 
There  were  411  operations  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  In  the  Nose 
and  Throat  Department  380  of  the  consultations  were  new  and  378  old 
patients.  In  all  therefore  the  Out-Patient  Department  of  the  Surgical 
Service  totaled  6,184  consultations. 

Monthly  conferences  of  the  physicians  of  the  Attending  and  House 
Staff  have  continued  to  be  most  useful  as  a  clearing  house  of  the  experi- 
ence gained  in  the  observation  and  treatment  of  patients.  Supplementing 
these  frank  discussions  of  the  difficult  and  often  perplexing  problems 
encountered  by  the  Staff  have  been  the  Follow-up  Clinics  the  first 
Sunday  morning  in  the  month  to  make  a  careful  check  on  the  condition 
of  discharged  patients.  In  the  case  of  those  who  have  failed  or  been 
unable  to  attend  these  clinics  the  Social  Service  Department  has  secured 
the  desired  information. 

As  in  the  past,  the  serious  lack  of  space  has  made  it  necessary  to  keep 
down  to  a  minimum  the  admission  of  patients  likely  to  require  hospital 
attention  for  a  considerable  period  of  time.  Until  beds  are  available  for 
chronic  cases  first  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  admission  of  new 
patients  and  to  the  activities  in  the  interest  of  their  treatment. 

Dermatological  Department 

Here  the  overcrowding  of  the  very  limited  space  available  is  most 
acute  because  of  the  great  number  of  patients  applying  for  treatment. 


This  overcrowding  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  has  long  been  a 
matter  of  genuine  concern. 

Of  outstanding  importance  is  the  research  work  done  and  needing 
to  be  done  on  an  increasing  scale  in  the  commoner  diseases  of  the 
skin.  With  the  aid  of  his  personal  assistants  the  Associate  in  Chemo- 
Therapeutics  did  in  1916  about  11,000  blood  analyses.  In  addition  to 
making  these  analyses  he  has  personally  treated  an  average  of  100 
patients  during  each  clinic  period  at  which  he  has  been  present. 

In  1916  there  were  3x0  Dermatological  patients  admitted  to  beds  of 
the  Hospital.  Of  the  73,851  consultations  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment 2.1,035  wee  new  a°d  51,806  were  old  patients. 

As  the  detailed  report  made  elsewhere  will  suggest,  the  work  of  the 
X-Ray  and  Radium  Department  has  been  of  great  importance,  as  has 
been  that  of  the  Nose  and  Throat  Department.  The  dental  radiographer 
continues  to  do  the  dental  work  for  the  Dermatological  Department  in 
addition  to  his  radiographic  work. 

Department  for  Syphilis  and  Urological  Department 

During  the  year  1916  there  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  the  work 
done  by  both  of  these  departments.  In  the  department  for  Syphilis 
there  was  an  increase  in  visits  of  1,800  and  in  the  Urological  Depart- 
ment an  increase  of  1,931,  making  these  respectively  the  second  and 
third  largest  departments  in  the  institution. 

A  large  number  of  patients  in  both  of  these  departments  come  to  the 
Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  for  the  relief  of  conditions  which  they  believe 
are  neither  syphilitic  nor  surgical,  many  others  require  treatment  in 
these  departments  as  an  adjunct  to  the  treatment  of  other  diseases,  as 
cancer  or  skin  diseases.  Thus  it  is  seen  that  while  the  Skin  and  Cancer 
Hospital  was  founded  for  the  treatment  of  skin  diseases  and  cancer,  it 
is  necessary  to  treat  coincident  diseases  as  well. 

Both  of  these  departments  play  an  important  role  in  the  prevention  of 
cancer.  Many  cancerous  conditions  are  known  to  arise  as  a  consequence 
of  long-continued  chronic  local  disease  to  which  the  genito-urinary 
organs  are  particularly  susceptible  and  treatment  of  these  conditions 
undoubtedly  prevents  many  of  them  from  becoming  cancerous. 

The  treatment  of  syphilis  has  always  been  considered  part  of  the 
work  of  institutions  handling  skin  diseases,  although  at  the  present 
day,  the  skin  manifestations  of  syphilis  are  its  least  important  effects. 
Here  again  we  are  also  dealing  with  a  very  important  factor  in  the  caus- 
ation of  cancer— especially  of  the  mouth,  and  early  diagnosis  and  treat- 
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ment  of  syphilitic  lesions  is  an  important  matter  in  reducing  the 
incidence  of  malignant  disease. 

Elsewhere  will  be  found  the  detailed  report  of  the  Pathological 
Department,  which  has  gone  forward  with  its  indispensably  important 
work  along  established  lines. 

In  such  a  brief  and  general  report  as  the  above  it  is  not  possible  to 
present  fully  the  difficulties  imposed  by  the  constantly  more  embarrass- 
ing lack  of  accommodations  for  carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  particularly  its  Out-Patient  Department.  Perhaps  the  un- 
elaborated  statement  that  a  total  of  116,756  consultations  were  given 
to  clinic  patients  in  1916  will  suggest  the  situation  in  which  the  Skin 
and  Cancer  Hospital  finds  itself  at  a  moment  of  great  opportunity  for 
service.  Interested  friends  of  the  institution  can  best  inform  themselves 
regarding  the  true  conditions  by  a  visit  to  the  Hospital. 

CLINICAL  SOCIETY 

The  Clinical  Society  of  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  was 
organized  February  zy,  1910,  in  order  to  further  the  scientific  work  of 
the  hospital,  to  bring  the  members  into  closer  touch  with  the  work- 
ings of  all  departments,  and  to  promote  the  interchange  of  ideas  among 
the  members.  The  Society  has  grown  steadily  in  activity  and  usefulness. 

All  those  who  have  been  appointed  members  of  the  Medical  or 
Surgical  Staffs  of  the  Hospital  and  Allied  Departments  are  eligible  to 
membership.  Meetings  are  held  monthly,  except  during  the  summer 
months.  Members  of  the  medical  profession  and  invited  guests  are 
welcome  at  all  meetings. 

During  the  year  1916,  nine  meetings  were  held,  which  were  well 
attended.  At  these  meetings  fifty  patients  were  presented  as  basis  of 
discussions.  Nineteen  formal  papers  were  read,  many  of  which  were 
illustrated  with  lantern  slides  or  motion  pictures.  Among  reports  of 
particular  interest  were  the  following: 

Work  on  the  blood  chemistry  of  eczema  and  its  relation  to  treatment. 

Arsenic  as  a  factor  in  causation  of  eczematoid  dermatoses. 

Intravenous  administration  of  sodium  chloride  in  Bromo  derma. 

Plastic  surgery  following  extensive  removal  of  new  growths. 

Reactivation  of  salvarsan  in  treatment  of  syphilis. 

The  pleasure  of  the  meetings  has  been  much  enhanced  by  an  informal 
gathering  after  each,  at  which  time  light  refreshments  were  served 
through  the  kind  cooperation  of  the  Superintendent.

So  it  is  a  pleasure  again  to  make  our  grateful  acknowledgements  to 
the  kind  friends  who  have  helped  us  so  generously  with  their  contribu- 
tions. And  it  is  also  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  unselfish  labor  and 
counsel  given  by  the  workers  of  the  Linen  Group, — the  fruits  of  all  of 
which  are  shown  in  the  list  of  supplies  for  the  Hospital  that  accom- 
panies this  report.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

i .  The  Out-Patient  Department  is  for  the  poor  only  and  is  open  from 
9  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  daily,  except  Sundays  and  holidays,  and  from  7  to  9  p.m. 
Monday  and  Thursday  for  venereal  diseases. 

l.  In  general,  patients  will  be  treated  in  the  order  of  their  appli- 
cation. 

3.  A  nominal  charge  is  made  for  each  prescription  filled,  and  for 
special  treatments. 

4.  Such  patients  as  the  attending  physicians  judge  suitable  may  be 
admitted  as  in-patients,  the  nominal  charge  in  the  ward  being  two 
dollars  and  a  half  a  day,  payable  weekly  in  advance. 

5 .  Patients  unable  to  pay  the  whole  or  part  of  the  cost  of  their  board 
will,  if  found  worthy  on  investigation,  be  cared  for  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

6.  Private  patients  may  be  received  at  rates  proportionate  to  the 
accommodations  given. 

7.  While  in  the  Hospital,  patients  are  required  to  conform  strictly 
to  the  rules  of  the  institution. 

8.  Friends  of  patients  are  permitted  to  visit  them  from  2.  to  4  o'clock 
on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  Saturday,  and  Sunday.  Exceptions  to  this  rule 
may  be  made  in  serious  cases,  by  special  permission  from  the  Super- 
intendent. 

9.  All  patients  are  admitted  only  for  one  month,  but  are  eligible  for 
re-admission  on  the  recommendation  of  an  attending  physician  or 
surgeon.
